d. Am wun-named friend and advisor of Ma Ni Pa Ta La (also known as Manibatara 
and Ma Ming-chou), reported to be Director of the General Affairs Bureau 
of the Inner Mongolian Autonomous Movement, believes that the Outer Mongolian 
troops have occupied Hailar. He further states that when the Soviet troops 
avacuated that city at the end of January 1946, they advised the Mongolians 
to assist the Chinese Communists. Since the Chinese Communists have sup - 
pressed the Mongolians in the past and made life very difficult for them, 
the Soviets may feel-a certain amount of responsibility towards these East 
Mongols and hence ordered the Outer Mongolian troops to assist the East 
Mongolians in conquering the Communist oppressors. However, there is no
